Authors and inventors are among the greatest 
benefactors of mankind. ... It being established 
that literary property is entitled to legal protec- 
tion, it results that this protection ought to be 
afforded wherever the property is situated. . . . 
We should be all shocked if the law tolerated

This was 
reported favorably by the Library Committee, 
which said: ‘‘ We are fully persuaded that 
it is not only expedient, but in a high degree 
important, to the United States to establish such 
international copyright laws as will protect the 
rights of American authors in foreign countries 
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and give similar protection to foreign authors 
inthis country. It would be an act of national 
honor and justice in which we should find that 
justice is the wisest policy for nations and brings 
the richest reward.’’ The bill was, however, 
recommitted and never more heard of. 

In 1870 what has since been known as the 
Clarendon treaty was proposed to the American 
Government by Lord Clarendon on behalf of the 
British Government, through Sir Edward Thorn- 
ton, then British Minister at Washington. (See 
full text in the Harper pamphlet of 1880.) This 
was modelled on the treaties existing between 
Great Britain and other European nations, and 
provided that an author of either country should 
have full protection in the other country to the 
extent of its domestic law, on the sole condition 
of registration and deposit in the other country 
within three months after its first publication in 
the country in which it first appeared, the con- 
vention to continue in force for five years, and 
thence from year to year, unless twelve months’ 
notice of termination were given. This was 
criticised (see Messrs. Harper’s letter of Novem- 
ber 25th, 1878) as a scheme ‘“‘ more in the inter- 
est of British publishers than either of British or 
American authors,’’ on the ground that British 
publishers would secure American with British 
copyright, and give no opportunity to American 
houses to issue works of English authors. 

The next year the following resolution, offered 
by Mr. S. S. Cox, was passed by the House, 
December 18th, 1871: 


**Resolved, That the Committee on the Library 
be directed to consider the question of an in- 
ternational copyright, and to report to this House 
what, in their judgment, would be the wisest 
plan, by treaty or law, to secure the property of 
authors in their works, without injury to other 
rights and interests; and if in their opinion 
Congressional legislation is the best, that they 
report a bill for that purpose.’’ 


Mr. Cox had himself presented, December 6th, 
1871, a bill for international copyright on a 
basis of reciprocity, providing foreign works 
should be wholly manufactured in the United 
States and published by American citizens, and 
be registered, deposited, and arrangements for 
such publication made within three months of 
first publication in the foreign country. (See 
full text in the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, then the 
Weekly Trade Circular, v. 1, no. 2, January 25th, 
1872.) This bill was supported in Committee of 
the Whole by speeches from Mr. Archer, of 
Maryland, and Mr. Storm, of Pennsylvania, but 
opposed by Mr. Kelley, of Pennsylvania, who 
presented the following resolution : 


‘* Whereas, It is expedient to facilitate the re- 


production here of foreign works of a higher 
character than that of those now generally re- 
printed in this country ; and whereas it is in like 
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manner desirable to facilitate the reproduction 
abroad of the works of our own authors ; and 
whereas the grant of monopoly privileges, in case 
of reproduction here or elsewhere must tend 
greatly to increase the cost of books, to limit 
their circulation, and to increase the already ex- 
isting obstacles to the dissemination of knowl- 
edge: Therefore, 

“Resolved, That the joint Committee on the 
Library be and it hereby is instructed to inquire 
into the practicability of arrangements by means 
of which such reproduction, both here and 
abroad, may be facilitated, freed from the great 
disadvantages that must inevitably result from 
the grant of monopoly privileges such as are 
now claimed in behalf of foreign authors and 
domestic publishers.’’ 


Mr. Cox’s resolution was acted upon in 1872 
by the new, Library Committee, which invited 
the co-operation of authors, publishers, and oth- 
ers interested in framing a bill. At meetings of 
New York publishers, January 23d and February 
6th, 1872, a bill prepared by Mr. W. H. Apple- 
ton and accepted by Mr. A. D. F. Randolph, 
Mr. Isaac E. Sheldon, and Mr. D. Van Nos- 
trand, of a committee, was approved by a ma- 
jority vote. It provided for copyright on for- 
eign books issued under contract with an Ameri- 
can publisher, “‘ wholly the product of the me- 
chanical industry of the United States,’’ and reg- 


istered within one month and published within | 


three months from the foreign issue, stipulating 
that if a work were out of print for three 
months the copyright should lapse. This was 
in line with a letter printed by Mr. W. H. Ap- 
pleton in the London 7Zimes, October, 1871, de- 
nying that there was any disposition in the 
United States to withhold justice from English 
authors, but objecting to any ‘‘ kind of legal sad- 
dle for the English publisher to ride his author 
into the American book-market ;’’ in response to 
which Herbert Spencer, John Stuart Mill, Froude, 
Carlyle, and others had signed a memorial to 
Lord Granville expressing a willingness to ac- 
cept a copyright on the condition of confining 
American copyright to American assigns of Eng- 
lish authors, and excluding English publishers. 
Mr. Appleton’s bill was opposed in a minority 
report by Mr. Edward Seymour, of the Scribner 
house, on the ground that it was ‘‘ in no sense 
an international copyright law, but simply an act 
to protect American publishers’”’ ; that the desired 
** protection’’ could be evaded by English houses 
through an American partner ; and that the act 
was objectionable in prohibiting stereos, in fail- 
ing to provide for cyclopedias, and in enabling 
au American publisher to exclude revised edi- 
tions. A meeting of Philadelphia publishers, 
January 27th, 1872, opposed international copy 
right altogether, in a memorial declaring tha’ 
‘thought, when given to the world, is, as light, 
free to all ;” that copyright is a matter of munici- 
pal (domestic) law ; that any foreigner could ge' 
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American copyright by becoming an American 
citizen ; and that ‘‘ the good of the whole people 
and the safety of republican institutions’’ would 
be contravened by putting into the hands of for- 


eign authurs and “‘the great capitalists on the | 


Atlantic seaboard’’ the power to make books 
high. The Executive Committee of the Copy- 
right Association met in New York, February 
ad, 1872, and put forward Mr. Charles Astor 
Bristed’s bill securing copyright, after two years 
from date of passage, to citizens of other coun- 
tries granting reciprocity all the rights of Amer- 
ican citizens. (For proceedings and full text of 
documents see the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, V. I, 
nos. 3 and 4, February Ist and 8th, 1872.) 

The Library Committee gave several hearings 
on the subject, February 12th and later, and 
among other contributions to the discussion re- 
ceived a letter from Messrs. Harper taking ground 
that “‘any measure of international copyright 
was objectionable because it would add to the 
price of books, and thus interfere with the edu- 
cation of the people ;’ and a suggestion from 
John P. Morton, of Louisville, to permit general 
republication on payment of a ten per cent roy- 
alty to the foreign author. The same suggestion, 
providing for five per cent royalty, as brought 
forward by Mr. John Elderkin, was introduced, 
ina bill, February 21st, 1872, by Mr. Beck in the 
House, and Mr. Sherman in the Senate. 

The Committee, in despair over these conflict- 
ing opinions, presented the celebrated Morrill 
report of February 7th, 1873, Senator Lot M. 
Morrill being the chairman, including a tabular 
comparison of the prices of American and Eng- 
lish books. (See full text in the PuBLIsHERs’ 
WEEKLY, v. 3, no. 8, February 22, 1873.) Itsaid 
that ‘‘ there was no unanimity of opinien among 
those interested in the measure,” and concluded: 


In view of the whole case, your committee 
are satisfied that no form of international copy- 
right can fairly be urged upon Congress upon 
reasons of general equity, or of constitutional 
law ; that the adoption of any plan for the pur- 
pose which has been laid before us would be of 
very doubtful advantage to American authors 
as a class, and would be not only an unques- 


tionable and permanent injury to the manufact- | 


uring interests concerned in producing books, 


but a hindrance to the diffusion of knowledge | 
among the people, and to the cause of universal | 


education ; that no plan for the protection of 
foreign authors has yet been devised which 
can unite the support of all or nearly all who 
profess to be favorable to the general object 
in view ; and that, in the opinion of your com- 
mittee, any project for an international copy- 


right will be found upon mature deliberation to 
be inexpedient. 


This was decidedly a damper to the cause, and 
the movement lapsed for some years.

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* HISTORY OF THE PACIFIC STATES 
OF NORTH AMERICA.” 


THE colossal work of Hubert Howe Bancroft, 
under the above title, is nearing the middle point 
in its publication. On the 20th inst. the eigh- 
teenth volume of the thirty-nine octavos included 
in the series will be published. At the present 
fixed rate of issue—four volumes a year—the 
publication will be completed in January, 1891. 
The first five volumes of the work-—‘‘ The 
Native Races’’—were published simultaneously 
in England and America, in 1875. These vol- 
umes are rather ethnological ; but as they por- 
tray the West previous to the incoming of Euro- 
pean civilization, they serve as a fitting scientific 
introduction to the subsequent history proper. 
Mr. Bancroft’s historical narrative begins at the 
South with the landing of the Spaniards in 
Central America, and proceeds chronologically, 
while the numbering of his volumes, as a whole, 
is done with reference to the geographical as- 
pects of the subject. The following table gives 
the subdivisions of the territory treated, and 
brings out the,general and local numbering of 
the volumes, with the dates of issue of those al- 
ready published.

The enterprise was one of such magnitude 
that it was feared the author had designed more 
than he could accomplish. But the work is now 
so far advanced in published volumes, plates, 
and manuscript under revision, as to assure its 
completion according to the author's original 
plan. Mr. Bancroft’s success is due to the utili- 
zation of skilled literary labor. By the em- 
ployment of a bureau of trained secretaries, 
guided and inspired by him, himself the chief 
worker among them, Mr. Bancroft has made 
the accomplishment of his task possible within 
a life-time. His methods are in the main simi- 
lar to those that characterized Herbert Spen- 
cer’s labors in the preparation of his Sociologi- 
cal Tables. But Mr. Bancroft’s work brought 





out differences in the employment of associate 
labor that are peculiar to itself, owing to its 
extent and its unique character. A great special 
library had to be collected for this purpose. A 
heterogeneous mass of data was brought to- 
| gether. It is the digesting and indexing of this 
library so as to make it immediately available 
that is, perhaps, the most distinctive feature of 
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Mr. Bancroft’s scheme. This preliminary labor 
occupied him with his corps of aides about ten 
years. The final work of the undertaking—the 
preparation of the history, the making of a vital 
record of his immense territory—is extraordi- 
nary, but not more so than the clearing of the 
way. 





A PRINTER’S OPINION OF PAPER. 


Mr. THEODORE L. DE VINNE, the printer of 
the Century, has been asked, “* Why do you not 
print the Century on the rough, hand-made 
papers now largely used for choice books? Why 
do you goto the other extreme and printon dry, 
smooth paper, which has, at times, an unpleas- 
ant glitter and which does not hold ink as well 
as damp paper?’ He replies as follows: 
“‘ Hand-made paper cannot be used because it 
costs too much. 
number of the magazine would cost much more 
than the thirty-five cents now paid for the printed 
and bound number. All publishers of books 
ask for copies on hand-made pagers from three 
to five times more than for copies on smooth, 
ordinary paper. Rough-faced or plain-surfaced

““ The reference to the successful use of What- 
man’s paper by Salmon is not to the point. Sal- 
mon’s method, the copper-plate process, is en- 
tirely different. The etching is printed on a 
small sheet at the rate of six an hour ; the pro- 
fusely illustrated magazine sheet, more than four 
times as large, at the rate of six hundred an hour. 
The etching is printed from lines sunk below the 
surface. The ink that makes the print in an 
etching is confined in little ditches that will not 
allow it to escape under pressure ; the ink that 
makes the print of a wood-cut is spread in a thin 
film over the surface of the cut, and will spread 
or get thick from over-pressure. 

*‘ The relative value of papers cannot be de- 
termined by their roughness or smoothness. 
The teachings of art on this subject as expounded 
by amateurs of printing are contradictory. The 
rough, half-bleached, but honest linen papers in 
the books of the early Flemish and German 
printers were not esteemed in their own time.

‘The opinion that dry paper does not hold 
ink as firmly as damp paper must have been ob- 
tained from special or unfairexperiment. Under 


| the unwise and entirely unnecessary process of 
| dampening ‘the leaves (which will make them 


stick together), and of scrubbing or scraping 
these leaves together by violent beating under 


Under this treatment any strongly printed work 
will lose its color, smear or set off. But this is 
not a fault of printing, but of book-binding. Be 
fore leaving the bindery each copy of the Cen- 
tury Magazine is tested by a direct (not a scrap- 
ing) pressure of not less than a thousand pounds 
to every square inch of surface. Under this 
pressure any moisture or oiliness in the ink 
would at once be apparent. Twenty years ago 
the few black wood-cuts in books and magazines 
were faced with tissue paper to prevent smear. 
This tissue paper is no longer needed, although 
black wood-cuts are more frequently used, and 
are always printed with more ink and more 
clearness. 

‘* The best results are had from dry printing. 
Prejudice has nothing to do with this conclusion. 
The printers whose experience teaches them that 
dry and smooth paper has the best surface for 
wood-cut printing prefer dampening when the 
cuts are to be printed on rough paper. [If an

“*The dampening of any paper is a practica 
admission that it is, in its dry state, unfit for 
press-work. Then come the questions: Why 
Is it not possible to make 
paper printable by giving it from the beginning 
a faultlessly smooth surface? These questions 
have been fairly answered by the paper-makers 
of the Century. The paper they furnish 's 
printed without dampening, yet with a sharpness 
of line on cuts and type, with a fulness of black 
and auniformity and firmness of color impossibl¢ 
on damp paper. 

‘‘ Wood-cuts of unusual fineness and shallow 
ness, with a delicacy of silvery tint heretofore 
rated as ‘ unprintable,’ have been shown in this 
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magazine (see pages 701-720 of the last volume 
of the Century), with the blackest of back- 
grounds, and without any loss of engraved work. 
If there be any printer who thinks he can get as 
good a result from damp paper, I am sure that I 
cannot. 

‘‘The publisher selects smooth paper, not be- 
cause he thinks it luxurious, but because it yields 
better prints. He gets from it the result he 
seeks. It enables him to show a breadth, a 
beauty and variety of engraving that cannot be 
shown by any other paper. He accepts the gloss 
on it in the same spirit that the book-collector 
accepts the specks and dinginess of India paper, 
the smoky cloudiness of Japan paper, the uneven 
thickness and variable color of vellum. He can- 
not get all the good qualities in any one fabric. 
He does not seek gloss. If he could get smooth- 
ness without gloss, he would have it..’’ 





A GERMAN TRADE LIST. 


ADOLPH RUSSELL, Miinster, Westphalia, has 
sent us the prospectus and sample pages of a 
‘‘Gesammt-Verlags Catalog des deutschen, und 
mit diesem in Verkehr stehenden auslandischen 
Buchhandels.”” From what we can gather, the 
plan of the publisher has been most ambitious, 


being no less than an attempt to catalogue the | 


works in press and for sale of all German publish- 
ers and of such foreign publishing houses as are 
in direct communication with the German trade. 
The arrangement is geographical, by cities, under 
which the catalogues of the publishers residing in 
such cities are given in alphabetical order. Mr. 
Russell obtained from the publishers the material 
for their lists,:prepared on a uniform plan, and 
then put them in type at his office, submitting 
proof to the publisher to insure accuracy. The 
whole work will comprise seventeen volumes, 
arranged as follows : volumes I to 13 include the 
German Empire (Aachen to Zwickau) ; volumes 
t2 and 13, Austria; volume 14, Switzerland. 
These fourteen volumes are now ready for deliv- 
ery. Volume 15 is to contain “* Foreign Coun- 
tries,’ including publishing houses which are 
in direct communication with the German book 
trade. Volume 16 is made up of Addenda, tak- 
ing in all new publications up to June, 1885. 
The last volume (No. 17) will contain an alpha- 
betical index of publishers, an alphabetical index 
of the subscribers to the catalogue, and an al- 
phabetical index of authors.

OBITUARY. 
¥OSH BILLINGS. 


NEws comes from Monterey, Cal., that 
Henry W. Shaw, better known as Josh Billings, 
died at that place on the morning of the 14th 
inst., of apoplexy. The body will be embalmed 
and sent East. Mr. Shaw and his wife re- 
cently arrived in Monterey, where they in- 
tended to remain until February 1. He had 
been on a successful lecturing tour in the West 
for the past six months. Mr. Shaw was born at 
Lanesborough, Mass., 1818 ; resided for twenty- 
five years in various parts of the Western States, 
where he was successively steamboat man, farm- 
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er, and auctioneer; settled at Poughkeepsie, 
N. Y., in the latter capacity about 1858 ; began 
to write humorous sketches for newspapers over 
the signature ‘‘ Josh Billings’’ in 1863, and be- 
came immediately popular, both as a writer and 
lecturer. His complete writings were published 
in 1876, by G. W. Carleton & Co. A curious 
success was his “‘ Josh Billings’s Farmers’ Alma- 
nac,’’ by which he intended to burlesque the 
old-fashioned farmers’ almanacs of half a century 
ago. His publisher (G. W. Carleton), rather 
doubtful of its success, first tested the market 
with only one thousand copies, which sold but 
slowly ; this was followed by another edition, 
and then more, until the insatiate public devoured 
one hundred and thirty thousand copies the first 
year. Itis estimated that there were sold alto- 
gether (in about ten years) more than half a mil- 
lion copies, bringing a net profit to the publisher 
and author of over $30,000 each. He was for 
many years (and up to the time of his death we 
believe) a contributor to the Mew York Weekly.

GEORGE R. Lockwoop & Sons issue for the 
holiday season a line of Parchment Dainties, 
comprising ‘* Twas the Night Before Christmas, 
and St. Nicholas ;’’ ‘‘ Poems for Christmas and 
New Year,” by Frances Ridley Havergal ; 
‘The Star of Bethlehem, and Other Pieces,’’ 
and ‘‘ Christmas Festivities,’’ by Charles Dick- 
ens and Washington Irving. These booklets 
are printed on rough laid paper, neatly bound 
in parchment cover, with embossed designs in 
gold and silver, and tied with colored silk rib- 
bon, each being enclosed in an envelope. 


LITERARY thieves who appreciate full well, 
says the Boston ournal, the value of manu- 
script letters of famous writers, have been oper- 
ating for some time in England and America, 
attempting to sell stolen letters of Ralph Waldo 
Emerson, which the philosopher wrote to Car- 
lyle. The family of Mr. Emerson have tracked 
the thieves and are warning the public against 
purchasing the manuscripts. When Mr. Emer- 
son died he left the letters written him by Carlyle 
to his daughter, Mrs. W. H. Forbes, wife of 
President Forbes, of the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany. Mr. Carlyle on his part willed the let- 
ters he had received from the Concord philoso- 
pher to the same lady, so that she should have 
acquired the entire correspondence of the two 
men. But it seems that a secretary of Carlyle 
—now dead—kept some of the letters and dis- 
posed of them, presumably to some confederates. 


D. C. HEATH & Co., who are now ready for

THE more interesting of George Sands’s letters 
recently printed in France have been translated, 
and will be brought out shortly in London. 


THERE are all sorts of queer occupations con- 
nected with literature. For instance, it is said 
that there is now in London a woman who earns 
a livelihood by skilfully filling up worm-holes 
in old books, each leaf being separately and 
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patiently dealt with, the material being chewed, 
or ‘‘ pulped,’’ and pressed into the hole. The 
charge is sixpence a hole. 


Ir is said that although Captain Burton’s 
edition of the ‘*‘ Arabian Nights’’ was issued 
privately by subscription, there is hardly a 
bookseller in London without copies. Nearly 
the whole impression of the first volume, by 
some hook or crook, got into trade hands, and 
the price was by all the dealers advanced con- 
siderably. 

A TIMELY work will shortly be published in 
London called *‘ The Parnell Movement,’’ by 
Thomas Power O’Connor. The following are the 
titles of the eleven chapters of which the book 
is composed: (1) ‘‘ The Downfall of O’Con- 
nell ;’’ (2) “ The Coming of the Famine ;” 
(3) ‘*‘ The Famine ;” (4) ‘‘ The Great Clearance ;” 
(5) “* The Great Betrayal ;’’ (6) ‘‘ Ruin and Rab- 
agas ;’’ (7) Revolution, an Account of the His- 
tory of Fenianism ;’’ (8) ‘‘ Isaac Butt ;’’ (9) 
‘* Rise of Parnell ;’ (10) ‘‘ The Land League ;”’ 
(11) ‘ Triumph of the National Party.”’ 


Hurst & BLAcKeETT, London, will publish 
this month a new work, entitled ‘‘ The Bronté 
Family,’’ with special reference to Patrick Bran- 
well Bronté. The author, Mr. Francis A. Ley- 
land, says the London Academy will point out 
serious errors of fact made oy former biogra- 
phers. His view is that these misconceptions 
and the special purposes for which the biogra- 
phers wrote led them to do injustice to Branwell, 
and so to place his sisters to some extent ina 
false light—for the brother was a great factor in 
their lives. Mr. Leyland makes no attempt to 
relieve Branwell from faults that really were his, 
but only to show his true character. 


Lorp TENNYSON’S new work, which Macmil- 
lan & Co. will publish immediately, is a volume 
of about 200 pages, and consists entirely of lyri- 
cal poems, about half of them being new, and 
half having appeared in English and American 
periodicals. Among the latter are the lines to 
Virgil, ‘‘ Hands All Round,” the *‘ Charge of the 
Heavy Brigade,”’ the epitaph upon General 
Gordon, the verses to Princess Beatrice. anda 
poem upon ‘‘ Early Spring ’’ which has appear- 
ed first in America. Among the new poems, 
the one which will probably attract the most in- 
terest, on account of its peculiar appropriateness 
at the present moment, as well as becauseit isa 
venture in a new field, is a piece of some length, 
in the style of the ‘‘ Northern Farmer,’’ written 
in the Irish brogue. 


WE are pleased to note that the patient and 
painstaking work known as Bigmore and Wy- 
man’s ‘‘ Bibliography of Printing” is nearly 
completed. The alphabet will be completed to 
the end of Z, but the Appendix, and a very 
long article on ‘‘ Societies,’’ will not appear 
just at present. The first two volumes are each 
of about 450 pages, the third will only run to 
about 100. The compilation has extended over 
eleven years, and the expenses of getting out 
the books are said to have amounted to about 
£3000. Mr. Bigmore is an employé of Mr. B. 
F. Stevens, the bookseller of Trafalgar Square. 
His share of the enterprise has been confined al- 
most entirely to supplying the titles, a task for 
which he was peculiarly well qualified, owing to 
his share in. getting together the fine library of 
books on printing for Colonel Hoe, of New
